I.vents are moving fast in Great Britain, where a people, in 
agony, are coming closer and closer to grips with hitter realities. 
V ictorious in war, England is fast losing the peace. 
The destiny of the empire is in the balance. Collapse, a 
future as a third rate power, a brief flare as a tight military dic­ 
tatorship— any of these is possible. 
The Socialist experiments of the l^abor Party Government 
are failing in field after field. 
This week further cuts in coal allocations are bringing steel 
to a four-day week, cotton mills to even less. A shortage of 
K°°ds for home needs threatens the “worst crisis in his­ 
tory. ** Coal for home heating ia perilously scarce, as is coal for 
electric power. 
This marks tragic failure of the “all-out production'* pro­ 
gram which the Socialist government has emphasized from the 
start as offering the only hope for re-stabilizing British economy. 
It marks the equally tragic failure of the “export-or-die“ 
program. British production is inadequate for her own needa. let 
alone sufficient to build up wealth by shipping a surplus abroad. 
Belt-tightening in England, already at the critical stage, must 
continue at least a notch or two farther. 
This industrial crisis cornea at the same moment a financial 
storm is'impending. A week or so ago the government brought 
forth a "white paper" which has had disastrous effects upon 
morale. This was a statement of the nations financial conditions. 
Since there was nothing in the report which had not been 
assumed to be general knowledge, the government considered it 
a mere routine matter. But it served as an alarm clock to awaken 
the British public to true conditions. 
What the "white paper" aet forth, in cold type, was the 
figures proving that the Government's financial operations to 
date are pure inflation. 
Money 
and bonds have been issued to "pay for" the 
ownership of nationalized industries and banka. Nothing what­ 
ever is back of these new media of exchange except the "credit"
